In  this  way  we  keep  thoroughly  posted  as  to  the  new  or  improved  varieties  that  are 
introduced  from  time  to  time.  When  we  find  anything  really  superior  it  is  immediately 
taken  up  and  the  seed  offered  to  our  customers  as  soon  as  it  can  be  produced  in  commercial 
quantities. 

We  are  offering  this  year  a new  pickling  cucumber  and  a new  pepper,  both  of  which 
we  are  sure  will  prove  of  great  value  to  the  commercial  grower. 

Northern  Grown  Seeds 

It  has  been  abundantly  proved  that  such  seeds  as  tomatoes,  corn,  peppers,  melons,  etc. 
grown  in  the  North  produce  much  earlier  and  better  crops  in  the  northern  states  than  seed 
raised  in  the  South.  Earliness  is  often  of  great  importance  to  the  market  grower,  so  he 
should  be  careful  to  get  seeds  actually  raised  in  the  North  where  the  seasons  are  short. 
Many  seedsmen  doing  business  in  the  North  get  their  tomato  seeds  from  California,  melon 
seeds  from  Oklahoma  or  Arizona,  pepper  seed  from  Georgia,  and  so  on. 

We  are  situated  near  the  northern  border,  a few  miles  from  Lake  Ontario.  Seeds 
raised  here  must  mature  early  or  get  caught  by  frost.  This  fact  insures  early  strains  of 
such  varieties  as  we  raise  here.

How  Many  Seeds  Will  Grow? 

This  question  comes  up  every  time  any  of  us  start  to  sow  or  plant  seeds.  Almost  all 
commercial  seeds  contain  at  least  a small  percentage  of  defective  or  dead  seeds  that  will 
not  germinate.  This  percentage  varies  very  much  in  different  lots  of  seed,  and  it  is  hard 
for  the  gardener  to  tell  how  thick  to  sow  in  order  to  avoid  an  excessive  amount  of  thinning, 
or  a poor  stand  of  plants.  Carrot  seed,  for  instance,  that  contains  60  per  cent  of  live  seeds 
must  be  sown  considerably  thicker  than  a lot  that  contains  80  per  cent.

CARROTS 


Carrots  often  prove  very  profitable. 
They  do  best  on  muck  or  soil  of  that  na- 
ture, although  very  good  crops  are  raised 
on  sandy  loam.  For  late  fall  market  the

An  ounce  of  seed  will  product' 
about  8,000  plants.  It  requires 
20,000  plants  to  the  acre.  For 
very  early  planting  the  seed 
should  be  sown  in  February  or 
first  of  March.  For  late  crop  the 
seed  is  sown  in  the  open  ground 
as  early  as  possible.  Great  care 
must  be  taken  not  to  cover  the 
seed  too  deep.

KING  OF  DENMARK  SPINACH 


Those  who  have  tried  this  new  Spinach  know  it  is  a wonderful  improvement  over  all 
other  kinds.  It  not  only  grows  fast  and  produces  a large  yield,  but  it  stands  two  weeks 
longer  before  running  to  seed.  The  leaves  are  broad,  heavy,  dark  green,  and  somewhat 
blistered  like  a Savoy  cabbage.  The  remarkable  thing  about  it  is  that  it  stands  so  long 
before  putting  up  a seed  stalk.  This  is  a great  advantage  to  the  gardener,  as  he  does  not 
have  to  sell  the  whole  crop  within  a few  days  as  with  the  other  kinds.

Insecticides  and  Fertilizers,  Etc. 

TOBACCO  DUST.  Used  extensively  for  dust- 
ing plants  to  destroy  or  repell  bugs  and 
plant  lice.  For  fumigating  green-houses  the 
tobacco  dust  ve  sell  is  most  excellent.  It 
burns  evenly  and  -will  light  without  the  use 
of  kerosene.  Five  pounds  will  fumigate  a 
house  20  X 100  feet.  5-lb.  package  50c;

To  treat 
oats  use  1 pound  (pint)  formalin  to  50 
gallons  of  water  and  soak  ten  minutes. 
For  potatoes  use  1 lb.  to  30  gallons  of 
water  and  soak  two  hours.  In  one-pound 
cans  50c  per  can;  6 cans  $2.50;  quart  75c; 
gallon  $2.50. 

Pulverized  Sheep  Manure.  This  is  an  excellent 
fertilizer  for  all  crops.  It  is  rather  costly 
to  use  on  a large  scale  but  for  small  gar- 
dens and  especially  for  greenhouses  and 
frames  it  can  be  used  to  great  advantage. 
It  not  only  furnishes  actual  plant  food  but 
also  humus  which  is  not  supplied  by  chemi- 
cal fertilizers.  This  dried  sheep  manure 
contains  21^%  nitrogen,  1%%  phosphoric 
acid  and  1%%  potash.  There  is  no  straw 
or  other  rubbish  in  it.  It  is  pure  dried  and 
pulverized  sheep  manure.  Use  about  1 lb. 
to  4 or  5 square  feet  of  surface.
